ERRORS OF OMISSION CAN 
HURT THE COMMUNITY 


It is praiseworthy when a national magazine 1like 
"Time"” assigns a great deal of its resources to Such a 
complex issue as immigration. There is no doubt that 


the editors were well 


intentioned，but errors of 


omilssion can hurt the community just as much in the 
long run as outright mistakes. 

The most common mistake that writers from outside 
the community continually make is to point out the 
economlc Successes of Asians，without indicating that 
there are factors that make it wrong to generalize 
that Aslians therefore are doing just great. 

The fact is that many Asians live below the poverty 
level and as one community person pointed out， 


Asians concentrate 


in cities like New York，San 
Francisco，Boston and Los Angeles， 


where higher 


average incomes are the rule. What may be a_ high 
income in one area of the US is just the poverty level 


here. 


There are _ statistics that show that ASsians are 


still not 


attalining higher 


level promotional 


opportunities in both the public and private sectors. 
It would be a grave mistake if the impression that 
Asians are on the top of the economic ladder caused 
a relaxation or outright abolition of affirmative 
action policies on the federal, state or local levels. 
What local and community papers need to do is to 
point out the Specific areas where Asians are still 
Unable to make progress in employment，housing and 
public health. What East/West needs from our readers 
ls ideas for articles and examples of discrimination or 
economic need. We will assign ouUr resources to those 
areas and see if we can demonstrate that Asians in 
America are not as well of as "Time" makes them onut

0S ANGELES - Three legal

federal Suit against the US 
Immigration and Naturalization 

_Service (INS) for the release of 
， four children incarcerated since 
” May. 

Ihe children，all between 13 
and 16 years old，have com- 
， mitted no crime except that they 
are Undocumented aliens whose 

parents oOT legal guardians are 

being sought by immigration 
authorities. 
IThe class action Suit was filed 

at US District Court on July 11， 
， not only for the four particular 

children，but on behalf of all 

juveniles detained nationwide by 
the INS. 


BAIL REFUSED

The children have all offered 


to pay bail through an inter- 
mediary，and have asked to be 
Teleased to the care of respon- 
， Sible adults who have ensured 
their presence at future de- 
portation hearings， But an INS 
policy instituted last September 
prohibits the release of detained 
children to anyone except their 
二 . parents Or legal guardians，who 
i must Surrender to the IJIRS for 
interrogation and possible 
deportation. 
TIhe children are represented in 
the case by the National Center 
for JIJmmigrants” Rights， the 
National Center for Youth Law， 
and the American Civil Liberties 
Unlion of Southern California. 
"Before this policy came onut， 
the average was about 800 kids 
being detained at one time，Now 
there are 2000,” said Rita 
McLennon of the SF-based Na- 
tional Center for Youth Law.

Another part of the lawsuit 
challenges the _ conditions under 
which the children are detained， 
claiming that they are uncon- 
stitutionally denied education， 
reading material， physical 
Exercise，Teasonable visits with 
friends and relatives，change of 
clothing，and adequate medical 
attention. 

At a press conference,， actor Ed 
ASsner explained that the parents 
of many INS-detained children 


are Tefugees from Central 
American countries at war. 

"These children are being held 
as hostage by -OoUr government," 
Said Asner. "These detentions 
are unconscionable. Deporting 
children back to war zones is， at 
the very least，improper。 Setting 
them up as“'bait” to have their 
parents also deported is twice as 
bad." 

On the .opening day，Judge 
Robert Kelleher denied a tem- 
porary Testraining order that 
would have given the children 
provisional liberty until a ruling 
could be made. 


When the hearing resumed on 
July 15，the judge expressed his 
concern about how long it would 
take the IJNS to decide the 
chijdren"s appeal，and whether 


the _ California Superior court 
could appoint a temporary 
guardian. 


Attorney James Morales，a 
member of the legal team filing 
the lawsuit，explained to E/W 
the Catch-22 nature of the 
children"s dilemma. 

"The INS says,“We will release 
you to 3a parent or legal guard- 
ian,，but then the courts in Los 
Angeles County state that they 
will not grant temporary guard- 
ianship to any minor in INS 
detention. Therefore， they

The hearing will resume on 
Friday July 19. Said Morales，

Maltby told a club in early 
February that it could open up 
onc pai gow table while he 
looked into the legalities. 

When he received the attorney

Maltby concluded that pai gow 
is illegal. 

"Looking at the game and the 
penal code，I feel it is illegal” 
he Said，"but that's up to the 
court to decide." 

The clubs were notified，and 
3]1 clubs stopped the pai gow 
games except for the Key Club 
where the arrests were made. 

Giambroni had set up pai 
gow rules which he thought 
concurred with the penal code.

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
internal strife of the worldwide 
Tsung Tsin Association，one of 
the oldest family associations in 
Chinatown, suddenly calmed last 
weekend into 3a conciliation 
between the president, Shu Woon

before the association seemed on 
the point of a split-up, 

In 3 co-Signed notice to the 
general membership，Chan and 
Fu agreed to invalidate an open 
letter calling for a recall or 
termination of Chan's presidency 
which would be decided at a 
gcncral membership meeting on 
July 13. The open letter had 


been Signed by 13 senior 
members and current _ staff 
members，and published in a 


local Chinese newSpaper June 28. 

According to Fu, the co-signed 
notice stemmed from a July 12 
temporary restraining order by 
the Superior Court of the State 
of _ California which ruled that 
the general membership meeting 
Should be held on July 28, 3 pm， 
at the Grand Palace Restaurant. 

A former notice made by the 
president required that the 
meeting be held at the Victory 
Memorial Hall, also on July 28, 3 
pm， 

It is generally believed that 
the coming meeting will discuss 
Chan's performance as well as 
the charges against him during 
his one-month presidency 
beginning May ET 丰 疏 C 
ControveIrSy Over whether Chan 
Should remain President will be 
Solved by taking a vote. 


INHERENT 
According to Fu，however， 
there is an inherent problem in 
the voting process which， if 
remain unsolved, is likely to lead 
to another controversy at the 
July 28 meeting. 


"Chan used to acknowledge a 
Imembership of only 444， to the 
exXclusion of a group of over 100 
Imembers,”said Fu. "The reason

He said that his interest in 
intetraclal marriages began 15 
years ag0.，  "I setiously thought 
about marrying a Caucaslian 
girlifriend at one time and a 
Eilipino woman at another time 
before I got married to my 
Sansel wife,”" he Saild. 

The reasons for not going 
through with the marriages， 
"jike being the only son and 
being the 18th straight gen- 
eration of Buddhist priests in 
the family,” were _ very painful， 
he saild. 

Imamura，3a Buddhist priest 
and 3a licensed family and 
marrlage therapist，shares his 
experlences with others involved 
in interTraclial relationships. 
Antli-mliscegenation 
prohibited marriages between 
ASians and Caucasians in Ca- 
lifornia between 1906 and 1948.

death.”On a raised platform with a 
white screen capturing her shadows， 
Wong embodies anguish，horror， 


disbelief, and unbearable pain, with 
slow，simple movements，Like a 
Sigh.breaking Silence，oOr the exten- 
Sion of a Slow arapesgue，each ges- 
ture commands complete attention， 
pulling the audience into an agoniz- 
ingly，minute examination of what 
the loss of a child means. 

The piece，“Conjuring Time,” 
Set to 3a Syncopated repetition of 
Reagan's comment “We begin 
bombing in five minutes,” while 
elever and ear-catching，does not 
provoke emotions or utilize the con- 
Siderable dance technique or emo- 
tional range of Yen Lu Wong and 
her only fellow performer， Maj 
Teruel. The piece does not have the 
focus of Wong's other work，nor 
does it command or cut through the 
stark white Space of the performing 
area. The use of a computer gener- 
ated figurein a film clip, the mech- 
anized Tepetition of Reagan's 
words, and the dancer's movements 
juxtaposed with Political speeches， 
leaves one Unclear abonut the intent. 


HUMOR 


n“The Games We Play,” in- 
Spired by a federal poverty PITogram 
to _decorate dilapidated buildings 
with colorful vinyl decals，Wong 
demonstrates a WwWIy Sense of humor 
and the absurdness of our depen- 
dence on image rather than Sub- 
Stance. She employs Ethel 
Merman2s “Everything2s Coming 
UP Roses”together with outlandish 
costumes, shadows, and the extend- 
ed fingernails and gestures of 
Balinese dancing to drive home her 
irony, Unfortunately the piece goes 
on longer than necessary. The col- 
lage of Broadway mnusical cliche”s 
Tepresenting the _ American Dream 
loses some of its punch once the 
point is made. 

Perhaps the most magical mo- 
ment of the evening comes during 
“Cranes and Doves,” based on 
Wong'Ss retelling of a fairy tale in 
which a mother sends her daughter 
into the forest to save her from 
impending war. This work, describ- 
ed as acall to children,”includes 
another poem by Herbert Shore 

. .Call them to come/ Where the 
night is never dark enough/ Tohide 
wide eyes/ Or choke the tiny 
voices/ of tomorrow.”Through the 
stunning use of glowing light sticks 
in a totally black space，we““See?” 
the“wide eyes”of innocence in 3 
beautifully gentle and lyrical ballet. 

Wong's work is universal in 
theme and thought-provoking in 
content. It is not traditional dance， 


nor is it abstract or remote， She 


chooses the term Expressionism to 
describe her work, the“nonabstract 
relationship of humans to the envir- 
onment， which includes other 
humans.” But words and 1labels 
don't do justice to the experience of 
performance art. Words are only a 
part of the experience. To under- 
stand its essence, it must be felt; to 
feel 让 ，you mnust be there; and 让 
you're there, You won't be bored.

One Student was Wang Ju-mei， 
later called Huang Hua，who 
served as China?”s ambassador to 
the UN and minister of foreign 
affairs for many years， Huang 
has retired from active duty for 
two0o years，and has just paid her 
avisit recently.

started,”Sshe elaborated， "One 
ICcaSon wasS that the news was 
banned in Chinese publications 
Since the Nationalists had 
decided at that time whether 
they should fight the Japanese. 


"IThe Students all wanted to 
find out what the Japanese were 
dolin8，as foreign_ correspondents 
knew more than the Chinese 
reporters then.

In June 1936，Edgar Snow 
Imade hls famous trip to Pao-an 
in North Shensi， where he 
collected material for "Red Star 
Over China"” and had other 
interviews with Mao Zedong， 
Zhou Enlai，and others. His 
book is the only one on the 
Pao-an period and hers ("Inside 
Red China") was the first on the 
Yenan Period.， Both books are 


still regarded as the most 
authoritative works on that 
period in China. 

Snow'"s notebooks on Yenan 


werIe collected when She made 
her own independent and dan- 
gerous trek to that region. She 
had to "climb out of a back 
window of the Sian Guest House 
t0 _ escape to the Red Army 
Controlled area,”she recalled. 

"I spent four months in the 
capltal and collected 34 in- 


terviewSs -and other material for 
three books ("Jnside Red China," 
"9on8g of Ariran,"” "Red Dust")， 
plus Dartswofe others and 
articles.” 

One editor remarked that it 
was the most remarkable feat of 
IeSearch he had ever heard of . 


LILLNESS 


And she paid for it -- in 
exhaustion，-illiness from dy- 
Sentery，and an aftermath of 
effects from stress，over-work， 
and general over-activity. 

But her do-gooderism didn't 
end there，either,， Perhaps her 
greatest existing contribution to 
China and other countries are 
the Cung-Ho Industrial Co-

operatives，Sstarted in Shanghai 
with her former husband and 
Rewi Alley，a New Zealander 
who was technical advisor to the 
industrial cooperatives. 

(Alley has since remained in 
China. His Chinese friends， 
including many in the top 
jeadership，8gave him a grand 
party recently celebrating his 5S0 
years in China.) 


DESTROYED 


Snow recalled that at the end 
of 1937，at least 80 percent of 
all Shanghai factories and 
workshops had been destroyed or 
expropriated by the Imperial 
Japanese Army， though anew 
industrial boom began in the 
International Settlement，which 
waSs controlled by foreigners， 
Shortly afterwards. Shanghai 
factories employed 600,000 men 
and women before the war.” In 
April 1938，there were only 
130,000 industrial workers 
employed in all of Shanghai，As 
city after city fell to the 
Japanese forces， unemployment 
and destruction Spread. 

"It seemed not only UTrgent but 
impossible not to think first of 
the pressing problems," she Said. 

Under those conditions，Helen 
Foster Snow 8sgerminated the 
idea.， "There must be a people's 
movement for production，and 
the only way to get that is to 
have people organize and man- 
a8e themselves，1linking their 
production units up together. 
”Industrial cooperatives，not 
just _ distribution cooperatives， 
are the answer,” she Said， She 
didn't believe that small 
production necesSarily leads to 
capitalism，. 

So along with Edgar Snow， 


Rewi Alley，and Chinese en- 
gineer friends in Shanghaj， 
technical plans were drawn Up. 
Political Support was granted by 
both the Nationalist and Com- 
munist leadership，and they、 


finally joined hands in the War 
of Resistance; fipancial Support 
was Solicited with the help of 
Madame Sun Yat-sen (Soong 
Ching-Ling) and other Am- 
ericans，British friends，and 
Overseas ASian SuUpporters. 


By the end of the first year, 


1,284 _ industrial cooperatives 
werce functioning with 15,625 
members.， And by 1938，the 
whole of China had them，city 
and country. 


SPIRIT 


In her book，"China Builds For 
Democracy,”Snow writes，"The 
industrial cooperatives are an 
admirable channel through 
which foreign contributions can 
help China effectively，and as 
SO0on 3S the work became known， 
Sympathizers abroad and in 
China began forming com- 
mittees，Even more important is 
the Spirit of cooperative 
internationalism being created， 
working .toward 3 common pro- 
gram for democracy and non- 
imperialist economic deve- 
lopment." 

Snow has since revived ,the 


Indusco committee in 1981 to 
Support the _ cooperatives in 
China. 

In 1972，she had an OPp- 


portunity to visit India where 
50,000 _ industrial cooperatives 
exist，after Nehru used her-book 
as a text to launch a similar 
movement 30 years earlier. 

Over the last 45 years，since 
her return to the US，Snow's 
heart and mind has still re- 
mained in China. Every day， 
She still walks out to her 
country mailbox to pick up the 
latest "China Daily,"” addressed 
faithfully to _ "Nym Wales,” her 
earlier pen name. 


TRANSITION 


She is practical，yet philo- 
sophical，about China today. 
"China is in transition. The 


Chinese revolution is not a 
Simpjle one， It zigzags， Where it 
ends Up will depend on world 
forces." 

She expresses concern whether 
peace can reign in Asia and 
again reiterates the power of 
cooperatives as a building block 
for peace. "Korea，too，should 
have a mixed economy if they 
want reunification,，， After all， 
reunification is to stop fightin8g， 
isn't it?"” She posesS. 

Being unaccustomed to a 
woman of her calibre and sharp 
wit，I found myself totally 
absorbed by her prolific insights 
and uncomparable resume. Snow， 
in one Sweeping 1lifetime (she 
will turn 78 in September) has 
nearly won the title of a 
contemporary Renaissance wo- 
man. 

Besides her special interests in 
China，she has continued to 
wiite 37 manuscripts，Tesearch 
New England history， trace 
geneologies，complete 8a book 
titled "Parables and FEablesy 


(1952， Philosophical Library)， 
and compile chapters to her 
manuscript on "Ethics and 
王 nergism.” 

Her philosophy is best sumamed 
up in the closing epilogue to her 
memoir，"MYyY China Years" 呆 
am for the Human Achieve- 
ment，for Space exploration， 
invention，and originality.， I am 
for pushing back the frontiers 
of knowledge ever so little and 
have tried to do so myself. 

" 工 am for healthy organic 
living and thinking，for the 
balance of nature，including the 
human reasoning power，I am 
for maximum development of 
the individual，and I know this 
js possible in the United States， 
where we have all the iesources 
to build the highest possible type 
of future civilization. 

Like the old Chinese, I worship 
my ancestors，wear baggy pants， 
and drink tea."
